7:05pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:05 p.m. and led the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

Before the meeting began, Chairman Tavares wanted to pay tribute to four members of the 
community who passed away over the past few weeks.

Chairman Tavares spoke briefly about each of these gentlemen and how they were involved 
in the Town and the community. He then asked for a moment of silence. 


7:07pm - Recreational Marijuana - Ballot Question 

Chairman Tavares introduced the State Delegation as Senator Vinny deMacedo, 
Representative Mathew Muratore and Representative Tom Calter. The Chairman then said 
that the Board had invited them in to discuss the Recreational Marijuana Ballot Question 
proposed for the May 2017 Ballot. 

Senator Vinny deMacedo spoke first and thanked the Board for asking them to come and 
speak on this issue. He said he has spent a lot of time on this issue and appreciated being 
involved with Plymouth. The Senator went on to say that the Selectmen have the power to 
put this on the Ballot during any election. He stressed that it makes sense to do this as soon as 
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possible. Senator deMacedo then passed out a memo with the proposed language that they 
were suggesting to go on the May 2017 Ballot. It read as follows: 

“Shall the Town of Plymouth prohibit any Marijuana Retailer, as defined in M.G.L. 
c. 94G, Section 1 (n), from selling, delivering or otherwise transferring marijuana 
and marijuana products to consumers in Plymouth that is not specifically licensed 
or permitted for the distribution of medical marijuana. ” 

Senator deMacedo added that if this does not go on this Ballot the next opportunity would be 
May of 2018 which would not leave much time to organize be for the set start date of July 
2018 as dictated by the Legislature. He said this is all about local control, if we don’t do 
anything about this now we will lose control of this quickly. The Senator then referenced 
Colorado as an example of how something like this can get away from you, saying that they 
ended up with more marijuana shops than they did MacDonald’s Restaurants. Senator 
deMacedo then read their suggested language out loud, and reiterated that this question only 
pertained to Recreational Marijuana Shops and not Medical Marijuana Dispensaries. 

Representative Mathew Muratore said this Bill that we voted on last November was a six 
thousand words document. He added that most people didn’t realize that this would be part of 
their vote when they voted to legalize marijuana. Representative Muratore then said that if 
the Town votes to have retail shops then this would give you enough time to prepare. 

Senator deMacedo added that regardless of the vote on this question it will still be legal to 
use and grow marijuana and that this vote would only be for allowing retail marijuana shops. 
This is a very simple question which will let people decide if they want this full scale. 

Chairman Tavares said that we’ll be looking at what other communities have been doing as 
well, then he asked if this were to be approved could it be reversed, to which Senator 
deMacedo replied yes it could. 

Anthony Provenzano, Vice Chairman, thanked the State Delegation for coming out tonight. 
He then wanted to reiterate that this would not be dealing with possession, use, medical, or 
growing but simply if we want to allow recreational marijuana dispensaries. 

Representative Muratore said if this does not pass at least it will give you time to see how it 
works out in other communities. We know it will eventually happen but why be the test 
dummies, so hopefully we can wait and see. 

Senator deMacedo said that in Colorado, no one thought it would pass so when it did they 
were floundering so we’re trying to stay ahead of that happening here. He added that 
Colorado had their issues and yet they were in a very sparse area. We have so many other 
states that are within a reasonable drive and they will seek us out which we need to consider. 

Selectman Mahoney said that best case scenario this would fail and other communities will 
pass it so we can see how they handle it. 

Chairman Tavares said we spent time talking about this and it seemed confusing at the 
ballots so we want this to be as understandable as possible. 

Selectmen John Mahoney stated that the Board was just handed this memo and said he can’t 
support this at this time and would like to wait a week and think it over before the Board 
votes. 
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On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board voted to 
place the Recreational Marijuana Question on the May 2017 Ballot as submitted by Senator 
Vinny deMacedo with the addition of language making it clear that this does not include 
possession, use, growing or Medical Marijuana. Voted 3/1 
Tavares-Yes, Provenzano-Yes, Mahoney-No, Joyce-Yes, Page-Absent 


7:28pm — T-BONES - Noise Complaint Update 

Chairman Tavares asked if there was anyone here from T-Bones that would like to come up 
and speak, to which Colin Wilcox stood up and asked to come to the podium. 

Colin Wilcox, Owner of T-Bones, came up and thanked the Board for this opportunity. Mr. 
Wilcox explained to the Board that since the last Noise Hearing he has purchased decibel 
equipment to measure the noise levels coming from his establishment. He also explained that 
he created a decibel log. He trained his managers to take noise readings at different intervals 
and enter them into the log. These readings were taken at different times and locations. Mr. 
Wilcox said he also moved the bands to the back of the restaurant but it didn’t work out well 
as he lost too much seating. 

Selectman Joyce asked Mr. Wilcox if the decibel readings were all taken at the same time of 
day or various times, to which he replied they were all taken during the day which is when 
they provide live entertainment. He explained that at night they typically have a DJ playing 
which is much quieter. 

Selectman Provenzano said it was very nice that Mr. Wilcox took the time to take these steps 
but reminded everyone that it is early in the season. He then asked if he had been in contact 
with his neighbors, to which Mr. Wilcox said yes, they have his phone number in case they 
have any issues with the music. 

Kevin Lynch came up and said he was a patron of T-Bones as well as other establishments 
downtown. He also said that Mr. Wilcox should be commended for taking these steps. Mr. 
Lynch then went on to say he was downtown recently on a nice day and T-Bones had half of 
their windows open and the noises made him stop. He told the Board they might want to go 
downtown and see for themselves. Mr. Lynch then asked the Board what they wanted the 
downtown to turn into. 


7:35pm - Public Comment 

Shakari Harlow D’Annibale came up first and thanked the Board for allowing her to speak 
and to advocate for John Scagliarini. She said she started a petition hoping to get 200 
signatures in 4 days and was shocked to have gotten 1100 signatures. The Town spoke very 
loudly about what they want. She admitted that she does not have all of the facts but that she 
was there to make a human interest case. As I told my story about John, it seemed many 
people had nice stories about John, and now he needs someone to be his shepherd. Ms. 
D’Annibale handed Chainnan Tavares a bound copy of the petition and asked the Board to 
take the time and read some of the 400 comments left by the people that signed the petition. 
She urged the Board to reconsider and maybe allow John to make an offer. 

Alex Cook came up next saying he’s lived in Plymouth for the last 7 years. He said he loves 
nature and Long Beach. He went on to say he has only met John Scagliarini once on the day

after Winter Stonn Juno. Mr. Cook said he was walking the beach after the storm and was 
way out near the point when he saw a light and wondered who it could be. It was John 
Scagliarini in a bucket loader so I asked him why not wait for the Town to plow them out. He 
said Mr. Scagliarini replied and said the Town isn’t responsible for plowing out here and 
went on to say that he does it himself and clears out all of the residents of Long Beach. Mr. 
Cook said he tells everyone that story and how it reflects the fabric of our community. He 
explained that once he saw the petition online, he was compelled to get more information. So 
he requested the tax information and read media article, which he said were not very good or 
accurate. He then watched the November 1, 2016 meeting between the Board of Selectman 
and John Scagliarini. Mr. Cook went on to quote some of the comments made by the 
Selectmen and said he felt they were inappropriate. He said he appreciates the work the 
Board does but was shocked at some of the comments. He then went over the tax payment 
history and expressed that even though Mr. Scagliarini was late on occasion it still, in his 
opinion, constitute eviction. Mr. Cook concluded by handing out booklets to the Selectmen 
with information that he had compiled and asked them to review it and please reconsider. 

Craig Brenner came up next and said he appreciated all of the comments made in support of 
John Scagliarini. He said he’s had a lot of people contact him on this issue over the last few 
weeks. He also said he’s done the research and read the online infonnation. He thinks a 
gentleman that has lived there this long and purchased the house should be able to stay. He 
said that he and Selectman Provenzano have a great relationship but he disagrees with 
Selectman Provenzano’s comment that Mr. Scagliarini has lived out on the beach for a 
pittance. He said there are valid reasons to take a man’s home away from him but this is not 
one of them. Mr. Brenner finished by saying the citizens of Plymouth have spoken and this 
should be reconsidered. 


7:50pm - Marine and Environmental - Update 

David Gould, Director of Marine and Environmental Affairs, came up to give his 
presentation on the Department and various projects. 

Mr. Gould began by updating the Board on the Holmes Dam Project. He said the project is in 
its final stages of design and permitting. They submitted applications to NOAA for additional 
funding saying that the overall cost will be $7,000,000 which includes paths, lighting and 
basketball court. 

Mr. Gould then listed some of the other projects as Maritime Facility, Estuaries, Town 
Wharf, White Horse Beach Management, Boat Ramp and Water Street Parking Lot. 

David Gould then turned it over to Chad Hunter, Plymouth Harbor Master to talk about 
dredging within Plymouth Harbor. Chad Hunter began by saying if you ask any Harbor 
Master; they will tell you their harbor needs dredging, as it is an ongoing issue everywhere. 
He went on to say it is a mix of local, state and federal jurisdiction. We received $119,500 to 
update permitting and sampling for dredging. Mr. Hunter said their main focus will be T- 
Wharf, Town Wharf and the State Pier. He added that the cost estimates can vary depending 
on disposal requirements. Mr. Hunter explained about the disposal fees which are dependent 
on where they will be able to dispose of the dredged material. 

David Gould wrapped up their presentation by going over the funding for all of the projects 
that they presented, and also went over potential grants and compared them to the last few 
years based on their project budgets. 
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Chairman Tavares thanked both David Gould and Chad Hunter and also congratulated them 
on the grants they have received. The Chairman asked them if there were any obstacles that 
stood in their way and how the Board could assist them in the expedition of these projects. 

David Gould replied by saying that dredging is the most important issue we have right now. 
He said we received funding for permitting and sampling but now we need funding for the 
actual dredging. We need to work with the State Delegation to secure this funding and he 
asked the Board for their support on that. 

Selectman Provenzano stressed that Plymouth Harbor is an economic resource and that 
Aquaculture and transportation are good reasons to dredge the harbor. 

David Gould said that the numbers are eye-opening and said the Board would be seeing the 
plan later this spring with all of their proposals for the harbor. 

Chairman Tavares the Office of Intergovernmental Affairs made a case to keep the pressure 
for Plymouth getting these funds, and they now asked for a State-of-the-Town report. We 
need to keep this pressure on. He added that they were extremely interested in what we have 
planned. David Gould said if we’re on an even playing field then Plymouth will out-compete 
anyone in the running. 

Selectman Mahoney asked if these plans would help make the beach last longer, to which 
David Gould replied by saying yes, the stone revetment will protect the beach and 
downtown. 

Selectman Mahoney then asked about the cruise ships and what size they were thinking. 
Chad Hunter said that they would be no more than 300 feet long and hold about 150 
passengers, He added that they have been contacted by some cruise companies that would 
like to put Plymouth on their cruise plan. Mr. Hunter said this would allow us to bring more 
people and tourism into the harbor and downtown Plymouth. 

Selectman Mahoney then asked David Gould about the Holmes Dam project and what he 
thought was the time frame with NOAA, to which Mr. Gould said they submitted the 
applications in March and expect to hear back this summer. He added that we have a good 
relationship with NOAA and if it plays out the way we like then work will begin next winter. 

Selectman Mahoney said that the Commonwealth has identified level one hazardous dams 
and Holmes Dam is one of them. Projects like this need to be acted upon quickly or we will 
miss out on the opportunity. He also reminded Mr. Gould about the DamCam. 

David Gould said that the plan is to dredge Jenny Pond where there is 50 years of sediment. 
It’s rich in nutrients which causes the weeds to over grow the pond. 

Selectman Joyce commented that this would be federal dredging and asked how long they 
thought it would take. David Gould replied by saying the amount of dredging that we need 
would take two full seasons to complete. 

Chairman Tavares thanked David Gould and Chad Hunter saying that there are many 
economic components to these projects as well as a lot of potential. He added that this would 
open the Town up for the 2020 and the 400 th celebrations. 
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7:32pm - Plymouth Citizens Coalition 

Kevin Lynch came up and thanked the Board for having him back for tonight’s meeting. He 
then said he would listen to their feedback on his proposal for a question and answer platform 
added to the Selectmen’s Agenda. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr, Vice Chainnan, thanked Mr. Lynch for coming in. He said he 
reviewed the proposal that he submitted and couldn’t understand how this platfonn would be 
different from Public Comment which is already on the Agenda. He said this is what we 
generally do and the Town Manager often asks staff to follow up with a response. 

Kevin Lynch said his thought was to come in every couple of weeks with questions and for 
the Board to provide an immediate response, or set a date for a future meeting to come back 
with a response. Mr. Lynch said that many people voted for Trump because they were angry 
at government. Do you know who said that, to which Selectman Provenzano said yes, 
Professor Bluestone. Mr. Lynch then said the system doesn’t seem to be working and too 
many people have an adverse reaction to government. The more we can make government 
work better, the more support we can have for what we do. Mr. Lynch used the example of 
when he asked how the Board planned to pay for the sewer repair, he was told to go to the 
internet, which is code for “we don’t have time for you”. 

Selectman Provenzano said in response to your exemplar question, what would this Board do 
to finance the sewer repair, the only issue we have is when the time comes in two years there 
may be a different Board. Kevin Lynch then said that all he wants to know is what YOUR 
plan is, and to have it read into the records. He then asked if the Board was getting “glowing 
reviews or growing complaints”. 

Selectman Mahoney told Mr. Lynch that he has an inherent distrust in government as well, is 
tenns of how revenue is handled. He added that he would love to see the three levels of 
government local, state and federal with county government going away. Selectman 
Mahoney also said that he does not recall the former Chainnan making the comment that 
questions are not allowed under public comment. People do ask questions and get responses 
in a timely manner. 

Kevin Lynch said what he is getting from you folks is that public comment is the place to ask 
questions, to which Selectman Mahoney said yes. Mr. Lynch said he had one yes and could 
he get another. Selectman Joyce then said yes and Selectman Provenzano also said yes. 

Kevin Lynch then acknowledged that he had three yesses which is the majority. Having said 
that Mr. Lynch then wanted to start the process by asking the following two questions: 

1. Why isn’t there a dedicated alcove at the library for public records? 

2. What is the aggressive plan for address graffiti in downtown Plymouth? 

Chairman Tavares said it would be helpful if you said that you looked at the graffiti plan and 
make suggestions and address it like that. Kevin Lynch replied by saying he will do that and 
come back in two weeks. Mr. Lynch wanted to reiterate that Professor Bluestone said 
everything that I am saying but in a better style. Mr. Lynch finished by saying ask yourself if 
you are out for yourself or for the people of Plymouth. 
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8:52pm - Medical Marijuana 


Chairman Tavares asked if the petitioner, Greencare Therapeutics, had anything new to 
present to the Board, to which Greencare said no, they do not. Chairman Tavares then asked 
the Board to take action if it is forthcoming. 

Chairman Tavares said the Board is not making a motion to send a letter of non-opposition 
due to concerns that the Board has had on recent weeks. He said we have already approved 
two other establishments already and we need to see where those are going to go. Also the 
Board has concerns about the most recent new laws. 


8:54pm - Article 18 

Attorney Richard Serkey came up and introduced his clients, Roy and Pam Geiger. He began 
by saying when the Geiger’s put their house on the market for sale in 2016 they received a 
copy of the mortgage inspection report and discovered that their in-ground pool was partially 
on property owned by the Town of Plymouth. Attorney Serkey then went through a brief 
presentation showing maps that were used by the pool installer in September of 2000 to map 
out where the pool would go. He then went over their proposal for a land swap between the 
Geiger’s and the Town of Plymouth. Once approved, they would have to also get the 
approval of various state agencies because it is conservation land. He finished by thanking 
the Board for keeping the Special Town Meeting Warrant open long enough for them to 
submit their Article for Town Meeting to vote on. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr, Vice Chairman, said this is a nightmare. He said he has seen 
encroachments before but nothing like this, saying he doesn’t envy the Geiger’s. 

Shelagh Joyce, Selectman, said once this is approved at Town Meeting I would assume there 
needs to be paperwork completed for the state’s approval; will Town Counsel be involved? 
Richard Serkey said no, this will not cost the Town one cent. The Geiger’s agreed to cover 
any and all costs. 

Selectman Mahoney asked about the location of the Geiger’s house. He asked if their lot was 
surrounded by land owned by the Town of Plymouth. He also asked if there was a two for 
one contingency. 

Richard Serkey replied by saying no, the Geiger’s house is the last in a row from a 
development so it is only one side that abuts property owned by the Town. He also said that 
it is a one to one land swap as directed by the law. 

Chairman Tavares then asked if there was anyone in the audience that wished to come up and 
speak in regards to this matter. 

Kevin Sanborn from Precinct 3 came up to the podium and said he appreciates the detail that 
they expressed when talking about dredging but that he found it comical because there is so 
much more to this than meets the eye. He said his curiosity peaked when the lawyer made the 
claim that this was no fault of the Geiger’s. He said he was a builder for years and knows a 
lot about these kinds of things. He said he finds it odd that the builder and pool company did 
not ask for a map of the property. He said any time he’s built anything from a deck to an 
addition, he always requires the homeowner to provide him with the lot lines. He went on to 
say that the pool installer did not dream up the dimensions of their lot, he got them from 
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somewhere, and it’s the homeowner’s responsibility. Mr. Sanborn finished by suggesting that 
the Geiger’s pay a fine because they were able to use that land for 17 years without paying 
taxes or paying for a lease. He also threatened that if this passes at Town Meeting he will 
reach out to the Town Committee, the State and the Attorney General. 

Selectman Provenzano asked if we could find out if once this swap is made, would there be 
any other encroachments with the septic system and/or leeching field. Selectman Provenzano 
then asked Kevin Sanborn if he thought the Geiger’s did this intentionally, to which Mr. 
Sanborn replied yes, it was shady. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
moving Special Town Meeting Article 18 to the 2017 Spring Town Meeting. Voted 4/0

Selectman Joyce had a question about Administrative Note #1 saying that the property was 
foreclosed on in 1975. She asked why that property sat for so long without any action. 

Melissa Arrighi said she would talk to Pam Borgatti, Treasurer, and get the history. 

Selectman Joyce then asked about the MOU with CVS. She asked Ms. Arrighi if she knew 
what the final cost for the road work would be, to which Ms. Arrighi replied by saying 
$100,000 which was secured for striping and signal adjustments. Ms. Arrighi also said that 
she expected the work to begin immediately. 

Selectman Mahoney asked about long-term borrowing for the New Town Hall. He said 
typically for school we borrow for 30 years which means we pay back twice as much on 
interest. He first asked how the Meal Tax was perfonning, and then asked if we would be 
able to borrow for 25 years rather than 30 which would save millions of dollars. 

Melissa Arrighi replied by saying this is a great question and that she could set up a 
conference call if he would like, or come back next Tuesday with some answers.
